4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art shows a 
hinge having first and second bracket parts with a mating pin and hole (Redman). The prior art 
further shows a hinge having a hole to receive the pin formed with two sections of different 
diameter. The prior art does not show the above, further in combination where the hinge consists 
of first and second cooperating locking parts formed on the first and second brackets, 
respectively, where the first locking part is box-shaped, and terminated at a lower portion by a 
plate-shaped part with larger horizontal dimensions the box shaped part, and the second locking 
part is formed by a second box-shaped part, terminated at one end by a block-shaped part having 
larger horizontal dimensions than the second box-shaped part, where a free surface of the plate 
shaped part adjoins a free surface of the blocked-shaped part when the parts are locked together.
